Startling Evidence From 
Witness in Trust Inquiry. 


WAS IN PACKERS’ EMPLOY 


DECLARES HE SOLD UNHEALTHY 
HAMS TO PEDDLERS. 


Steinkamp, Now an Inspector, For- 
merly Worked for Nelson Morris 
and St. Louis Dressed Beef 
Company—Had Charge 
of the Cooler. 


At the Beef Trust inquiry Wednesilay Jo- 
seph Steinkamp, in answer to a yuestion 
put by Attorney Alexander New, represent- 
ing the JjJefense, declared that he was com- 
pelled to sell pad meat while working for 
the Nelson Morris and St. Louis Dressed 
Beer and Provision Co.'s. 

Mr. New had proceeded smoothly with 
the witness, and was apparently on safe 
ground when the question of selling meats 
came up. 

‘You sold a great quantity of meat, did 
you not?” 

“I sold a great deal during three years,’’ 
the witness answered. 

“The meat was always in good condl- 
tion?’ 

“No, sir; not always.”’ 

“But you never sold any meat that was 
not all right?’ 

“Yes. I did very frequently.’’ 

“What?” 

‘Well, I scld hama that were not fit for 
use.*” 

“To whom?’ 

SOLD TO PEDDLERS. 

‘“‘Mostly to peddlers. The butchers as a 
rule bought fresh hams.”’ 

“Did vou not know that selling hams that 
were unfit for use was a violation of the 
law?’ asked the attorney, hotly. 

“I knew it was a violation of the law to 
do so.”’ 

“Then why did you do it?” 

‘Well, because the hams were given to 
me to sell, and I was carrying out my 
duty when I disposed of them.” 

Steinkamp, who is now a 8&t. Louis meat 
inspector, stated that he was employed by 
Nelson. Morris & Co. In 1892, and worked 
there until October, 18%, when he quit for a 
year, resuming work in October, 18%. He 
worked steadily for Nelson, Morris until 
June, 1900, when he left to take a position 
with the St. Louis Dressed Beef and Pro- 
vision Co. 

He had charge of the cooler. 

HAMS NOT OF STANDARD GRADE 

Witness was asked to specify as to the 
sale of bad hams, by giving the names of 
those butchers or peddlers to whom he 
sold them. 

He replied that he did not recollect pee 
who they were at this time. 

Asked to refresh his memory, he said 
there was a man named Carter living on 
Jefferson avenue and a peddier named Aleck 
on Third street, near Chouteau, who bought 
bad hams from him. 

“Did these men know they were bad?’ 
asked the attorney. 

‘They certainly did,’’ 
‘They got them cheaper.” 

Steinkamp explained that 
were not marked as being 
grade; in fact, they did not contain any 
label at all. 

CROW AND NEW HAVE A TILT. 

“Did it never occur to you to refuse to 
sell bad hams?’’ 

“Well, it did and I stopped doing it my- 
self. Once when the meat inspectors got 
after us and watched us closely I stopped 
selling them." 

‘Do you expect to go up and surrender 
yourself to the authorities after the ad- 
missions you have made here?’ 

Attorney-General Crowe objected vigor- 
ously, and was sustained. 

‘Probably the statate of limitations ex- 
cludes any such action as that,”’ said Com- 
missioner Keinley.

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OLD ENGLISH LAW 
CEEECTIVE HERE 


So Transit Attorney Contends 
in Counterfeit Case. 


CITES OPINION 400 YEARS OLD 


LORD COOK PLACES RISK ON AC- 
CEPTOR OF COIN. 


Counsel for the Plaintiff Argues That 
Times Have Changed—Legal 
Battle Over Bad Dollar 
Promises to Be Intense- 
ly Interesting. 


A single counterfeit dollar passed by @ 
sireet car conductor on a citizen of St. 
Louis has brought about a law suit in 
which an old degision by Lord Cook of Fing- 
land rendered #0 years ago, has been 
brought in as being effsctive in Missouri 
now. 


CONDUCTOR GAVE COUNTERFEIT. 
The suit was brought by Harry J. Cant- 
well, lawyer and mining promoter, and a 
reputed millionaire, against the St. Louls 
Traction Co. Edward D'Arecay, a lawyer. 
who shares offices with Mr. Cantwell, acted 
as his attorney. In his complaint Mr. Canute 
well sets forth that a few weeks ago he 
boarded a Laclede avenue car with only a 
$2 bill in his pocket, bound with two com- 
panions for one of the summer gardens. He 
gave the bill to the conducter in payment 
of the fares, and was handed back what he 
thought was $1.% in good money. 

On arriving at the garden entrance the @o!l- 
lar given by the conductor was refusal as 
being a counterfeft. Mr. Cantwell then ex- 
amined ‘t for the first time, and admitted 
the truth of the ticket seller's assertion. 

Next day Mr. Cantwell wrote the 8st.’ 
Louts Traction Co. of the happening. and 
asked that a “good, honest dollar’ be sent 
him in place of the bad one. He did not 
get it. He did, however. get a letter frém 
the traction company official asking for the 
number of the car on which he had ridden 
and the number of the conductor who gave 
him the bad dollar. Mr. Cantwell could 
give neither, as he has not been in the hab- 
it of making memoranda of such detalls 
on his street car trips. 

The traction company then refused to 
give a good dollar for the bad one, cialm- 
ing that In so doing the company would 
open the way to have all the bad dollars 
in town unloaded on it.

He sits or wanders about in the roonis 1! 
day, reading newepapers and the Journal 
of the House of Delegates. 

He is free to receive callers or talk to 
anybody, but he prefers not to be communi- 
cative. 


OSC OSOS SCE COHSCTHT SH OOS 


What of the Four Courts Man of Mys- 
tery? 

All day long the Man of Mystery sits si- 
lent and meditative of wanders about in 
rooms on the third floor of the old Clark 
avenue rookery. All day long he reads and 
stokes and thinks. All day long ho sits 
walting, patiently, resignedly. He is a man 
with a mission. 

The man is John K. Murrell. He is a 
man of mystery because he is a nine days’ 
wouder; for nine days he has been In se- 
cluded rooms at the Four Courts, like a 
wise owl in a tree, and the people have 
wondered how he spends his days. 

Early last week the public press and the 
public mind were filled with Murrell. He 
had returned from his fugitive stay in 
Mexico, yielding to the arguments of the 
Post-Dispatch's emissary, and had con- 
fessed his part in the House of Delegates 
bribery affairs, thereby necessarily !mplicat- 
ing 18 of his colleagues. 

Murrell had become the Man of Mystery. 
It was known that he was in St. Louis, 
that he had appeared from time to time 
before the grandjury, and that he was 
sequestered somew here, for reasons 
obvious. 

It was known that, in revealing the se- 
erets of the Hoveo combine for the good 
of the state and to relieve an overbur- 
dened conscience, he had violated a hair- 
raising oath, an oath which named as a 
pénalty for its violation the death of the 
revealer, with certain horrible mutilations 
after death. 


IS NOT A PRISONER. 

Various rumors have been set afloat ag 
to how Murfsll spends his days and nights. 
Most of them are erroneous. One réport 
has it that he is practically a prisoner, 
of his own volition and choice, for his own 
safety. It t#@ krniown that Murrell! can go 
wherever he may degire, as he is not held 
as a state’s prisoner, being under bond, 
like the rest of the combine members, 
though his bond is but $15.000. 

Another report is that Murrell sleeps in a 
room at the Four Courts and never leaves 
the bullding. 

Both these theories as to Murrell are un- 
founded, according to the authority of an 
next to Cirouit Attorney Folk 
himself, knows better than any ¢ther man 
what John K. Murrell does and where he 


passer the time. 
WHERE DOES HE SLEEP. 


This official, who declines to say just 
where Murrell sleeps, declares that he never 
has slept at the Four Courts. 

“Where he goes at night,”’ said the of- 
ficial to the Post-Dispatch this morning, 
“Ll willl mot say. it is not necessary 
for the public to know that, nor is it neces- 
sary for the public to know the reason 
why it need not be known. Do I make my- 
self plain?’ 

if the official's language is not exactly 
plain, it ts at any rate a part of the Murrell 
mystery. 

“Murrell sleeps at different places,’ con- 
tinued this authority. “Mr. Foik himeoif 
where 
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that Murrell docs apend some of his nights 
at home, but what nights? The positive 
“he sleeps at different 
places’’ may be taken to show that possi- 
ble callers upon Mr. Murrell at his home 
are not likely to find him in unless a pre- 
vious engagement is made. 

“What does Mr. Murrell do during the 
day?’ was asked. 

“O, during the day? Why, hé just stays 
here at the Four; Courts. He spends a good 
deal of Wig timé in the office of Assisigit 
Circuit Attorney’ Hancock, across the hall 
from the. grandjury room. He sits in there 
and read# apd smokes; ard probably he 
thinks ai good déal.”’ 

“What does he read—novels?”’ 

The official smiled. 

“I don't believe Mr. Murrell is very much 
interested in fiction just now. Hd hasn't 
even called for the “‘The Crisis’ yet. He 
reads newspapers, and he read the journal 
of the House of Delegates—the only books 
I recall having seen him peruse. He spénds 
a good deal of his time reading them." 

IN THE GRANDJURY ROOM. 

‘“‘Murrell spends part of his time in the 
grandjury room,’ the official continued. 
“When the jury is not in session he crosses 
over, through the passage that connects 
that room with Mr. Hancock's office, and 
he sits around in the room where Foreman 
Bannermann and his colleagues asked him 
many leading questions a few days ago.”’ 
Were it not for the smoke of factories 
and engine plants Murrell would have a fine 
Outlook from his eyrie in the corner room 
of the top floor where Mr. Hancock holds 
forth. There is an east window and a 
south window. 

The southern expqsure, on a clear day, 
atfords Murrell a view of the district where 
for years he has been engaged in the un- 
dertaking business, as was his father be- 
fore him, at 3437 Hickory street. It is too 
far away for him to distinguish the build- 
ing in which J. P. Murrell’s Sons haye fu- 
neral parlors. It is also too far away for 
him to locate the vicinity of his own home 
at 4156 Castleman avenue, whither he re- 
moved when he retired from the House of 
Delegates and left the Fourteenth ward, 
which he had represented. 

From the east window Murrell can look 
out and down upon the busy scene of Cup- 
ples Station, and farther east and north 
he can see the skyscrapers of the down- 
town districts, looming like tall cliffs above 
their lesser brethrén. Beyond, were it 
not for the smoke and the ck walls, he 
could glimpse the Mississippi fiver, which, 
by the way, is mentioned in the oath that 
bound the boodlers. 


CAN DO AS HE PLEASES. 

‘Murrell wanders around itn these 
rooms,’’ said the official] quoted. ‘He gets 
tired sitting and takes an inside stroll now 
and then. Sometimes he goes downstairs 
to Mr. Folk's office, directly underneath 
the grandjury room. He can do as he 
pleases, for that matter."’ 

[t is apparent, however, that Murrell 
does not please to make himself conspie- 
uous. Very few men have  obdtained 
giimpses of the man of mystery since he 
surrendered, exoepting those who have 
been admitted to the grandjury room or 
to the offices of the circuit attorney and 
his chief agsistant. 

These offices, when occupied, are locked, 
with an outside doorkeeper who admits 
persons with proper business. 

Three times a day Murrell eats, like the 
average man. He does not, however, go to 
a hoted or restaurant for his meels. He 
eats all of them in the Fuur Courts. 

Murrell's meals are served by an Olive 
atreet restaurant man, who sends a waiter 
three times daily with several meal orders, 
a number of the Four Courts attaches aiso 
having their food served in this manner. 

As Murrell eats alone, but some- 
times ot..ct men supplied by the same res- 
taurant join him. 

The “meals sent to rooms charged extra” 
has no~worries for the man of mystery. 

HIS APPETITE I8 GOOD. 

The official authortty says that Murrell's 
aprctite ia good. He enjoys his méeais. 

“In fact, Mr. Murrell's appearance has 

wonderfully since he returned. 
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When he came here a week ago last Mon-| 
day morning he was pale and haggard. His 
face wore a drawn expression. He looked 
like a sick man. 

“Now he looks like a man who had been 
relieved of a heavy burden, who has come 
forth out of severe restraint, and his face 
wears the expression of one who feeis lib- 
erated."’ 

Queer words these, concerning a man 
whose sleeping place is not divulged and | 
who eats his meals in the Four Courts 
building, where he spends his days. Yet 
the peculiar circumstances no doubt justify 
the words. 

The official went on to Say that Murrell 
is fleshening up and recovening something 
of his old joviality of manner. 

Who calls to see him? Once in a while a 
crank, who is turned away by Detective 
John McGrath, detailed to watch the 
grandjury room and the circuit attorney's 
office. 

Sometimes his brother, Fdward E. Mour- 
rell, calls and has a chat with the man of 
mystery. 

“Anybody can see him if he wants to see | 
anybody,"’ the official volunteered. “But I 
am of the impression that he doesn’t ental 
to entertain visitors. He probably ows | 
that it is best for him not to talk, and I 
doubt if his conversation would be interest- 
ing Just now. He might discws the weath- 
er; but anybody can talk wather talk.” 


HAS HE A GUARD? 

As to whether Murrell goes guarded to his 
sleeping place and back to the Four Courts 
the official was non-committal. 

“He is not a prisoner,"’ says the cfficial. 

It is conjectured by certain Four Courts 
attaches that Murrell !s in disguise when 
he leaves the Four Courts and when he re- 
turns. There is a tale of two strangers 
walking into the building at the east en-

derson was the first man of alien birth 
to preside over the national House of Rep- 


resentatives. Crisp of Georgia, a former 
speaker, was born at Sheffield, Engiand, 
but it was during a visit of his parents 
across the water, and his birth there 6id 
not impair his eligibilty to the presi- 
dency. 

Col. Henderson was porn at Old Deer, 
Scotland. and lived there until. he was 6 
years old. Up to 1876 he would not have 
been eligible even for the speakership, 45 
gnder the old law of presidentia! succes- 
gion, the speaker of the House, after the 
gresident pro tem. of the Senate, was in 
the line of succession, and, because of this, 
it was thought unw.se to put a man of 
alien birth into the chair. Tho present 
law, which was framed by Senator Hoar 
after the crisis of 1876, gives members of 
the cabinet precedence, and the speaker is 
not included in the list of eligibles.

Mr. Williams does not mention im his suit 
the marriage of Moonan to Mrs. Marti. 
His recital ends with an incident of the 
day before, of which the St. Charles au- 
thorities took notice to the extent of fining 
Moonan $20. 

Immediately after he pald his fine, 
Moonan was married to Mrs. Marti. Mrs. 
Williams, who had accompanied him to St. 
Charles, and who has figured in the incil- 
dent, which caused the fine, was a witness 
at the wedding. 

The news of the marriage was a compicte 
surprise to Moonan’s daughter, grandson 
and two grandchildren, and to the married 
daughter of his 0-year-old bride. 

The part which Mrs. Williams took in the 
episode and the circumstances leading up 
to the tangle of surprising events are fully 
described by Williams in his petition. 

Williams relates that Moonan was his 
wife's stepfather. Her maiden name had 
been Mary Pfeffer. 

Moonan married Mrs. Pfeffer in 1897, at 
about the same time that Williams married 
her daughter. All went well until the death 
of Mrs. Moonan, in March last. 

Then, Williams declares, Moonan com- 
menced to be attentive to Mrs. Willtims. 
As Moonan lacked but a year of being three 
times the age of the young woman, the 
husband at first credited his attentions to 
her to a mere fatherly interest. 


CAUSED OLD MAN TO BE FINED. 

Until about May 1, Williams said, he did 
not think of objecting to the many calls 
which his wife received from her step- 
father, or to his numerous gifts. 

Then, he says, Mrs. Williams commenced 
to show evidence that her affection for him 
was waning. She would make long shop- 
ping trips, during which she would be ab- 
sent from her home the entire afternoon. 
When at home she would complain of her 
poverty, and would express regret that she 
had ever married a poor man. ie 

The trip to St. Charles, Williams ‘says, 
was the climax of the performances of the 
foxy great-grandparent and stepfather. He 
says that Moonan and Mrs. Williams went 
to St. Charles together on Saturday, Aug.

To Choose His Own Themes 
for Campaign Discussions. 


SENATORS HAD OTHER IDEAS 


EFFORT TO BNFORCE THEM IN 
CONFERENCE FAILED. 


Executive Will Continue to Score 
Trusts and to Advocate Cuban 
Reciprocity, Though Tariff 
Will Not Be Disturbed.

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Sept. 17.—It was a 
warm session the visiting senators and oth- 
ers held with President Roosevelt to talk 
over politics and policies yesterday after- 
noon. One of the senators, on being told 
that it had been reported that the confer- 
ence had broken up in a rumpus and that 


Mr Roosevelt had remarked that he would 
speak on whatever subject he pl and 
in the way he saw fit, -said: . 

“There is a whole lot’ of nonsense in cir- 
culation, and the least said the better. It 
is an undesirable situation.” 

Another ;said: 

“The situation is not irreconcilable, and 
it will come out all right.”’ 

Exact facts, as near as can be got, are 
that the conference agreed that: 

1. No attempt will be made at the forth- 
coming short session of Congress to revise 
the tariff. President Roosevelt, in his 
speeches, will urge a revision of the tariff 
along conservative lines before the expira- 
tion of his term. 

2. The President will maintain his posi- 
tion with regard to Cuban reciprocity, and 
will make it the subject 0o 
throughout the beet sugar states during Dis 
western trip. 


To Continue to 
Speak Against Trusts. 
8. The President is to continue his atti- 
tude of opposition to the trusts. 
The men engaged in the conference were

“Elixir of Speed” First Used 
at Old Guttenburg 
Track. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—The recent action 
of the racing stewards against the use of 
“dope” in horses and their subsequent re- 
jection of the entry of two well-known 
thoroughbreds—Hans Wagner and Bellario 
—has caused the query, ‘“‘What ia dope in 
horses?"’ to be asked by many turfites who 
are not familiar with this phase of horse- 
racing 

“Dope” as it is called, first came into 
use among horsemen at Guttenburg. The 


track on the Palisades was responsible for 
many eviis of the turf, but this was the 
worst that ever sprang into existence 
among the many racing outlaws that made 
the pace their rendezvous. Dr. Ring was 
responsible for its introduction. He was a 
veterinary surgeon who attended the sick 
horses at the track and he brought forth 
the “‘eligir of speed.”’

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—The interstate 
commerce commission has issued an ab- 
giract of the statistics of railways in the 
United States for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1901, from which the following facts 
are compiled: 

The number of railways in the hands of 
receivers on June 30, 1901, was forty-five, 
from which it appears that there was a 
net decrease of seven, as compared with 


the corresponding date of the year previ- 
out. The number of railways placed in the 
charge of receivers during the fiscal year 
1901 was ten and the number of railways 
taken from the management of receivers 
was seventeen. 

At the close of the year the total single- 
track railway mileage in the United States 
wes 197,237.44 miles, this Tre naving in- 
creased during the year 3,891.66 miles. his 
increase le greater than that for any other 
year since 3, excepting 1900, when it Was

Of the total number of oars, 3,80 
are assign to the passenger service, 1,46,- 
$28 to the freight service and 60,536 to the 
immediate service of the railways. These 
figures do not include cars owned by private 
companies and firms that are used by ralil- 
ways. 

I? appears that the railways of the United 
States used on an average 202 locomotives 
and 7926 cars per 1000 miles of line, that 
69,631 passengers were carried and 1,704,.6 
passenger miles accomplished per passen- 
er locomotive, and that 47,692 tons of 
reight were carried and 6,439,736 ton miles 
accomplished per freight locomotive. 

The number of persons in the employment 
of the rallways of the United States as 
reported for June 30, 1901, was 1,071,168, or an 
average of 548 employes per 1000 miles of 
line. As compared with June 30, 1900, the 
number of employes increased 53.516, or 19 
per 100 miles of line. The amount Ee in 
salaries and wages to employes during the 
year was $610,713,701, which was $33,448,560 in 
excess of what was paid during 1900. 

The amount of railway capital outstand- 
ing on June 380, 1901, was $11,688,177,991. ‘i nis 
amount, on a mileage basis, represents a 
capitalization of $61,528 per mile of line. Of 
the total capital stated, $5.806,597,104 existed 
in the form of stock, of which $4.475,429.721 
was common stock and $1,331,157,383 prefer- 
red stock. The amount which existed in 
the form of funded debt was $5,881,580, 887. 
This amount comprised the following items: 
Mortgage bonds. $5.048.811.611; misce laneous 
obligations, $545,780,485; income bonds, $215,- 
ere (ed. and equipment trust obligations, 36,- 
116,723. The amount of current liabilities,

T. L. O'Sullivan, who gives this testimony, is a meat and live 
stock inspector of St. Louls and is a man with 80 years’ ex- 
perience. 

“Concession meat,” Mr. O'Sullivan expla'ned, ‘4s meat tht 
has been kept in the coolers too long and has become moldy and 
partly spoiled. It is worked with some sort of chemical so t at 
its condition cannot be noticed and then sold at any price they can 
wet for it.” ~ 

This is one of the fruits of monopoly. Irresponsible. and or- 
ganized only to get the most for the least, no moral obstacle ig 
ever encountered by a monopoly of any kind. 

It is no answer to say that the meat monopoly is an exce- 
tion. The essentia) fact of all monopolies is irresponsibility and 
under stress of necessity—that is, tho necessity to make b'g d vi- 
Gends, al) moral considerations give way. Sooner or later every 
monopoly must meet this issue, and not one of them ever hesi- 
tates to choose profit and cast awey morality with a sneer. This 
ts the law of their being. 

It's a good lesson even if nothing comes of the inquiry in the 
whape of practical rerult. When people learn that I'fe and h>a!th 
are endangered by the predatory activity of monopoly, they may 
jook at the question with more than speculative interest.

Thoughtful citizens may dismiss the state 
of things shown to have existed in Minne- 
apolis as a mere passing control of the city 
government by the slum elements of socie- 
ty. No such consolation is available in 
considering the situation in either of the 
larger cities. Official corruption appears as 
a settled condition in St. Louis, ag it is uni- 
versally recognized as being in Philadel- 
phia. An oath-bound organization of pub- 
lic robbers is extraordinary only on account 
of the absurdity ef the oath-bound require- 
ment.
